Two points struck me in the hear- 
ing: one was that the city-wide plan 
is intended to guide the future de- 
velopment and use of St. Louis 
property and should not be lightly 
changed. It is disturbing to those 
contemplating possible improvements 
to have frequent changes. 


Second, it seemed that there is 
still a lack of general understanding 
. of the scope and the flexibility of the 
present ordinance. 


It certainly seems reasonahle to 
believe that if the Aldermen adopted 
the practice of referring any pro- 
posed change to the City Plan Com- 
mission for investigation and report 
before introducing a bill, more con- 
sistent actions would result.

If 
adopted, it would not in any way 
limit the authority of the Aldermen, 
who still could introduce and pass a 
bill without any merit if they chose 
to do so. It definitely would save

The Test on Taxes 


A major conflict om tax policy, portentous 
for the country, appears to be shaping up. Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has scheduled a radio-TV talk 
for next’ Monday, apparently to plead for his 
program of no further tax cuts at this time ex- 
cept those involved in his tax revision proposals. 
The Democratic leadership in both House and 
Senate, having helped force through some reduc- 
tions in excise taxes, is now preparing to seek 
an increase in individual income tax exemptions. 


Which of these policies to support is no easy 
decision for the conscientious citizen. On gen- 
eral principles, he may well be inclined to sup- 
port the President. 


Despite all attempts to trim them, federal ex- 
penditures are still high, and in the interest of 
coming as close as possible to paying for them, 
tax revenues ought to remain high. A reduction 
in tax rates would throw the budget even far- 
ther out of balance than it is, unless expendi- 
tures could be cut yet more—and that is unlike- 
ly without sacrificing essential military strength. 

As against these considerations, however, it 
must be admitted that balancing the budget can 
no longer be given the degree of priority which 


_ it was entitled to during the inflationary period 


of the defense buildup. The first priority today 
must go to preventing the business recession 
from snowballing into a serious depression. 

id + * 

If the business downturn continues, tax reve- 
nues under the existing rates will fall, and so 
the budget will be unbalanced in any case. The 
major effort, therefore, must be given to arrest- 
ing the business downturn. What tax policy will 
best contribute to that end? 

There seems to be little question that the 
business trend is still downward. The Depart- 
ment of Labor reports that non-farm employ- 
ment dropped another 300,000 in February. If 
the more comprehensive figures of the Census 
Bureau, which are. due shortly, confirm that 
trend, it seems likely that February unemploy- 
ment may approach 3,500,000—a serious figure. 


In addition to deepening unemployment, many 
workers are on curtailed shifts, which means 
curtailed income and purchasing power. Steel 
output, automobile production and carloadings 
continue to fall. Farm income is still seriously 
hit. Retail sales have dropped somewhat. 


As of today, then, all signs point to a need 
for expanded consumer purchasing power. to 
take up the slack. This need cannot be met by 
tax law revisions which benefit mainly business 
and the upper income groups. Many of these 
changes may be desirable, but incentives to busi- 
ness investment will not even come into play if 
the market for industry’s products is being cur- 
tailed by shrinking consumer purchasing power. 
The truth is that purchasing power is now 
shrinking, and the Democratic case for a tax 
cut rests on the need for stopping that shrinkage.

If President Eisenhower hopes to persuade the 
country against the Democratic policy, he must 
answer and effectively rebut this economic case 
for it. 

It will not be enough to argue that the Ad- 
ministration seeks the public welfare; so do 
many others, It will not be enough to say that 
prosperity is just around the corner. Nobody’s 
prophecy is that reliable; the tax decision must 
be made on the basis of facts as we know them, 
not as we hope they may be later. 

Finally it will not be enough to plead for a 
balanced budget on general principles. It must 
be shown that in today's circumstances maintain- 
ing tax rates will better promote full employ- 
ment than cutting them. 

If the President can prove that his tax policy 
will most effectively serve to arrest the reces- 
sion he can expect public support for it. Other- 


«wise, Mr. Eisenhower should be prepared for 


wide public backing of tax reduction for that 
purpose.

Place for a Veto 

Mexico and the United States have finally 
agreed on how this country may employ Mexican 
farm workers. The agreement makes the Mexi- 
can migrant workers bill recently passed by 
Congress thoroughly unnecessary. 

The State Department indicates that negotia- 
tors in Mexico City reached a reasonable com- 
promise. They agreed that the Secretary of La- 
bor shall-determine prevailing wages to be paid 
Mexican farm and ranch workers. Mexico is 
guaranteed a hearing if it thinks any wage de- 
cision is wrong. 

For a time negotiations were stalled on Mexi- 
co’s fear of discriminatory wage practices. Then 
the United States border was opened to recruit- 
ment of Mexican workers without Mexico's con- 
sent, And finally Congress passed a bill to allow 
just such recruitment, In Mexico, both the open 
border and the bill were regarded as an insult. 

Actually the bill was passed in the frank hope 
that it would strengthen the hard of our negoti- 
ators in Mexico City. Administration spokesmen 
made it clear in debate that a legislative threat 
to use Mexican workers without Mexico's con- 
sent would drive Mexico to grant such consent. 

The bill can now be discarded. Mexico has 
agreed to use of her migrant workers, under suit- 
able protections. Moreover, the new agreement 
provides that even if Mexico protests on some 
case, farmers can go on hiring Mexicans until 
the protest is settled. 

There is no need for special legislation to 
pressure Mexico into doing what it has already

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The Fire Begins to Turn. 

Joseph R. McCarthy's question-and-answer 
session on the Fulton Lewis Jr. radio show was 
a rear-guard holding operation that added noth- 
ing except a few wild shots to the war which 
Wisconsin's junior Senator is waging against 
President Eisenhower and his Administration. 
However there is news from at least two sectors 
of the front that requires attention. 

First there is the very significant 34-page 
Army report showing that Senator McCarthy 
called on the Army to give a direct commission 
to the Senator’s consultant counsel, G. David 
Schine—of the nov@&ity performing team of Cohn 
and Schine—whbd was about to be drafted, and 
that many favors were sought for Schine after 
he was drafted. 

The report asked for by the Democratic Sen- 
ators (McClellan of Arkansas, Symington of 
Missouri and Jackson of Washington) makes pub- 
lic the fact that the intercessions of bo®h Sen- 
ator McCarthy and Chief Counsel Cohn were 
turned down by the Army. The report says that 
Maj. Gen. Miles Reber,. then chief of Army 
legislative liaison, went to the McCarthy office 
on a summons and that he was told by both the 
Senator and his high-pressure aid “that speed 
was desirable since Mr. Schine might be in- 
ducted under the Selective Service Act.” 


In view of the fact that Senator McCarthy 
does not hesitate to make public unproved as- 
sertions and rumors about people he wishes to 
embarrass publicly, it will be interesting to see 
how eager he is to have the highlights of Pvt. 
Schine’s “preferential treatment” spread before 
the country. 

It will be interesting also to learn whether 
there is any connection between the Arnw’s re- 
fusal to commission the McCarthy aid, notwith- 
standing the Senator’s pressure, and the Wis- 
consin Republican's outrageous attack on Brig. 
Gen. Zwicker as “not fit to wear the uniform.” 
The report covers a period of more than six 
months and comes down, as it happens; to just 
about the time when the Senator insulted the 
distinguished World War II soldier. 


Clearly this is a subject that Senator McCarthy 
could well discuss in detail when he makes his 
March 19 “personal” reply to former Gov. Ste- 
venson. Another subject that needs a lot more 
ventilation is the case of Mrs. Annie Lee Moss 
of Washington. Mrs. Moss is the Negro clerk 
who was suspended from her job in the Penta- 
gon after Senator McCarthy held her up as his 
example of “how the Army handled another 
known Communist.” 

It now develops that the FBI’s informer, Mrs. 
Mary Markward, is not sure whether Mrs, Moss 
is the Annie Lee Moss she said was a card- 
carrying Communist. Senator Symington, after 
listening to Mrs. Moss before the McCarthy sub- 
committee, said he believed she is telling the 
truth when she says she is not a Communist 
and never has been one. He backs this up with 
an offer to get her a job if the Pentagon does 
not take her back. 

What are the facts about Mrs. Moss? Obviously 
Senator McCarthy and his witnesses cannot be 
believed without supporting evidence. If Mrs. 
Moss had been wronged let the truth come out 
forthwith. If not let that be known. The con- 
trast between the case of G. David Schine and 
Annie Lee Moss is too much for a democracy 
to suffer.

Italy Safe by 17 Votes? 

Italy’s government seems nearer stability than 
it has been at any time since last June's elec- 
tions. Yet the United States and the other West- 
ern powers can hardly drop all apprehension 
about this volatile ally. 

Premier Mario Scelba won a vote of confi- 
dence in the Chamber of Deputies, 300 to 283. 
That 1I7-vote margin seems safe since 586 of the 
590 members of the chamber participated in it. 
The four uncast ballots could not change the 
result. So, if this line-up remains firm, Italy may 
be the next government to ratify the European 
Defense Community. 

Unfortunately, Scelba’s four-party coalition 
was given only a five-vote margin in the Senate 
last month. Also a number of economic issues— 
especially that of wages—will come up before a 
vote on EDC is taken. And it is these home-front 
issues which the Communists and the revived 
Fascists have been exploiting. As our own diplo- 
mats know only too well, there is danger that 
bread-and-butter appeals may be successfully 
used to force new elections. 

Scelba has long been the “tough” man of the 
De Gasperi coalition. The question is whether he 
will also prove to be its strong man, If not, Italy 
will be a more throbbing headache than France 
which, so far, has been the cause of most of the 
Western worrying. Much rides on Scelba’s ability 
to hold those 17 votes.

Hawaii and Alaska Together 

Following the historical practice of present- 
ing two territories for statehood at one time, 
the Senate has joined the bills to admit Hawaii 
and Alaska. Doubtless some of the votes to com- 
bine reflected the belief of the opponents of the 
statehood proposals that Hawaii would have less 
of a chance if coupled with Alaska. 


Actually there is good reason to vote on the 
two territories in the Senate at the same time. 
Both deserve statehood. Neither ought to be left 
Standing at the door while the other is ad- 
mitted. If they are considered together, the 
prospect of possible partisan advantage will be 
minimized. Moreover passage of a combined 
Hawaii-Alaska measure will put the question of 
Alaska squarely to the House in whose Rules 
Committee the Alaskan statehood bill has 
slumbered for nine months. 


The next move of the White House ought 
to be plain. If the President will come out just 
as strongly for admitting both territories as he 
did for taking in Hawaii, passage should be as- 
sured. Mr. Eisenhower used his influence in ob- 
taining passage of the St. Lawrence seaway bill 
in the Senate. Let him do the same on Hawaii 
and Alaska. 

The second session of the Eighty-second Con- 
gress has been anything but distinguished thus 
far. Admission bills for the States No. 49 and 
No. 50 would brighten a dull record.

HE absence of the Rus- 
T sians will not affect the at- 
tractiveness of the A.A.U. 
championships to be held here. 
... The greatest performers of 
the world are found in the 
United States and will battle 
for new titles or defend those 
they already hold, for two 
days, June 18 and 19. 
Americans romped off with 
the Olympic track and field 
championships at Helsinki two 
years ago, while the Russians 
failed to win one first place.... 
But they did place more men 
within the first six in the vari- 
ous events than any other na- 
tion except the United States.

This will be a year of great 
track and field competitions, 
with three outstanding fea- 
tures on the agenda.... Besides 
the A.A.U. championships here, 
the European championships, 
held every four years, will 
take place Aug. 25-29 in Berne, 
Switzerland. . This is a top 
event internationally, as 29 
European countries are to be 
represented. . It is consid- 
ered highly probable the Rus- 
sians preferred competing at 
Berne, rather than in St. Louis 
and other United States cities.

4 12 (AP)—Robert J. A. Quinn, 84, 


former president of the Boston 
Red Sox and later general man- 


. ager of the Boston Braves, died 
7 a) early today in a Providence hos- 


pital. 

Quinn had been ailing since 
he suffered a stroke while va- 
cationing in St. Petersburg, Fla., 
two years ago. He was hospital- 
ized there for several weeks and 
then was brought to Providence. 

His widow and two daughters, 
Mary ard Margaret, live in 
Providence. One of his sons, 
the Rev. Robert J. Quinn, O. P., 
is a professor at Providence Col- 
lege, a Catholic institution. 

His other son, John J. Quinn, 
is general manager of the Mil- 


'waukee Braves National League 


baseball club, the same team 
the elder Quinn served as gen- 
eral manager, 
to the Mid-West city. 

Quinn was business manager 
of the St. Louis Browns for 
seven and one half years. He 
joined the club in 1917 and re- 
mained until he purchased the 
Red Sox in 1923. Quinn was 
business manager of the Browns 
during the hectic 1922 cam- 
paign, when the St. Louis club 
lost the American League pen- 
nant to the New York Yankees 
by one game. 

Retired Six Years Ago. 

Quinn retired from _ active 
baseball about six years ago 
after devoting a lifetime to the 
game, beginning when he was a 
rookie player of 18 with the 
Lancaster, Ohio, club. 

He continued, until his death, 
as director of the baseball Hall 
of Fame, Cooperstown, N. Y., 
to which he was appointed in 
1946. 

Quinn bought the Boston Red 
Sox American League franchise 
in 1923 from Harry Frazee, the 
theatrical producer, with the 
financial help of Dr. Robert 
Drury, Palmer Winslow and 
James Schoenborn, all of Colum- 
| bus, Ohio. 

After Winslow's death and a 
‘series of bad financial turns, 
Quinn sold the Red Sox in the 
winter of 1932-33 to Thomas A. 
Yawkey. 

A short time later he became 
general manager of the Brooklyn 
Dodgers, a post he held only 
until he was offered the same 
post with the Boston Braves, 
then known as the Boston Bees, 
during a period when the club 
was undergoing a reorganization. 

He continued to serve as gen- 
eral manager until shortly after 
the club was purchased by three 
Boston contractors, Lou Perini,

Born In Indiana. 

Quinn was born in Anderson, 
Ind., on Feb. 14, 1870, and was 
christened James _ Aloysius 
Quinn. Later in life, however, 
he adopted'the first name Robert 
and through his adult years was 
known as “Bob.” 

His family move~ to Colum- 
bus, O., when he was a young- 
ster. He sold papers and ran 
errands to help the large Quinn 
family of which he was the) 
oldest child. 

He began playing ball as a 
catcher with the Lancaster club 
and in the next five years 
played with clubs in Schenec- 
tady, N.Y., Norfolk, Va., and 
Pottsville, Pa., before he joined 
the hometown club of Colum- 
bus. 

The only jobs Bob Quinn ever 
held in his life were asso- 
ciated with baseball, a_ sport 
that made many of his contem- 
poraries wealthy. But Quinn’s 
rewards were ‘of another kind— 
such intangibles as the admira- 
tion, respect and affectionate 
esteem of all who crossed his 
path. 

He ceased playing in 1902 to 
help organize the American As- 
sociation. For 15 years he was 
business manager of the Colum- 
bus club, which he got started 
by selling $25 stock certificates 
on the streets to that city’s 
skeptical public. 

Fifteen years later Quinn’s 
fame aS a haseball executive

Many times his last remaining 
asset, the insurance policies he 
carried to protect his wife and 
two sons, were used as collateral] 
for loans to meet current ex-

After a decade of such strug- 
gling, Quinn finally gave up by 
selling out to multi-millionaire 
Tom Yawkey. Although the lat- 
ter paid a fair price for the Red 
Sox, Quinn wound up penniless 
after returning every cent his 
Columbus friends had invested 
with him. 

Then the National League 
beckoned and Quinn‘ cast his lot 
with the Brooklyn Dodgers, who, 
im 1933, were in dire financial 
straits. He made such a deep im- 
pression that President Ford 
Frick insisted he return to Bos- 
ton in 1936 and take over the 
Braves’ badly muddled affairs. 

At that time the Quinn bank 
account was back in the black 
and he received financial sup- 
port from Casey Stengel, who 
accompanied him as manager. 
and Max Mayer, a_ wealthy 
Brooklyn contractor. 

But Quinn's luck in Boston 
continued bad. Gradually his 
new savings disappeared down 
the same baseball drain. By that 
time his son John was associ- 
ated with him. In 1945, Quinn 
again stepped out of the Boston 
baseball picture. He sold out to 
Lou Perini, Joe Maney and 
Guido Rugo, the Boston con- 
tractors who became known as 
baseball's “little steamshovels.” —=

EISENHOWER ASKS FOR FUNDS 
TO FINISH SECURITY CHECKS 


WASHINGTON, | March 12 
(AP) — President Eisenhower 
asked Congress today to approve 
transfer of $1,150,000 of de- 
partmental. funds to permit 
completion by June 30 of in- 
vestigations of possible security 
risks among federal employes. 

The President made the re- 
quest in a letter to House 
Speaker Martin. The transfer 
of funds would involve $900,000 
from State Department appro- 
priations for “Government in 


occupied areas,” $165,000 from 
Justice Department funds for 
salaries and expenses of the im- 
migration service, and $85,000 
of Treasury funds now slated 
for salaries and expenses of the 
Secret Service guard force. 
Press Secretary James C. 
Hagerty told reporters the Se- 
cret Service fund division would 
not affect the guard detail at 
the White House.

mentary regime could. be es- 
tablished through new elections. 


In the first period, Allied au- 
thorities in Italy favored the in- 
sertion of pro-Communists into 
the new administrative setup. 


At that time, was the hope for 
a democratic evolution of Com- 
munism in Italy exaggerated? 
Certainly—but was this surpris- 
ing when this was also the “in- 
ternational climate?” 


I do not know if it is exact 
to refer only to the generous 
views of Roosevelt. Even the 
conservative Churchill, in a let- 
ter to (the late Soviet Premier 
Joseph) Stalin on Oct. 11, 1944, 
interpreted the dissolution of the 
Comintern “as a decision of the 
Soviet government not to inter- 


fere in the internal political af-| 


fairs of other countries.” 

And he continued to assure: 
“We have the feeling that, 
viewed from afar and on a grand 
scale, the differences between 


our systems (the Soviet and the 
democratic) will tend to get 
smaller . . . probably if there 


were peace for 50 years the dif- 
ferences ... would become mat- 
ters for academic discussion.” 
Thus the evil totalitarian 
plant had time to grow roots, 
watering itself on illusions and 
false hopes, as all could see with 
the creation of the Cominform, 
the coup of Prague and the 
horrors experienced by the vic- 
tims of Bolshevik dictatorship. 


In a later postwar stage, cer- 
tainly the contribution of the 
United States to the economic 
reconstruction of Europe, and 
in particular of Italy, had deci- 
sive value in maintaining the 
free regime, and it is just that 
this be recognized.. This is a 
definite point. 

But no one can pretend that 
this entirely annulled the con-

Small Celebration of 


Louisiana Purchase 
By Dickson Terry 


SMALL but dedicated group of men met 

at a spot on the riverfront, which had once 

been First and Walnut streets, Wednesday 
afternoon and raised their glasses in a solemn 
toast. The glasses contained champagne. The 
toast was in commemoration of an event which 
had taken place on that site 150 years ago to 
the day. 

It was on March 10, 1804, that the American 
flag was raised and formal possession taken by 
the United States of the upper portion of the 
Louisiana Territory. This terminated the for-

malities in connection with the Louisiana Pur- 
chase, an event about whose celebration there 
has been a great deal of talk in the past five 
years, but no results. 

So Wednesday’s celebration sprang from a 
determination on the part of the group that 
the anniversary would not go completely un- 
recognized and unsung. Present for the occa- 
sion were John Raeburn Green, lawyer; Julian 
Spotts of the National Park Service and super- 
intendent of Jefferson National Expansion Me- 
morial, and Ernest Kirschten, editorial writer 
for the Post-Dispatch—three who had been 
trying for several years to arouse the city to 
some kind of celebration of the event. Present 
as interested spectators were Arthur Ross, su- 
perintendent of MacArthur Bridge and James 
Knowles, a drug company executive, and your 
correspondent.

THE GROUP MET at Schumacker’s restau- 
rant hard by the Old Courthouse where they 
picked up two bottles of champagne, donated for 
the occasion by Green, and some fireworks. 
They then moved in solemn procession down 
Market street and to the spot on the riverfront 
which Spotts had previously marked out. They 
opened the champagne and in glasses which 
Schumacker’s had loaned for the occasion, drank 
a toast to the Louisiana Purchase. Some teen- 
age boys playing ball nearby paused momentarily 
to watch, and then went on with their game. 

Green then read a telegram from Stratford 
Lee Morton, insurance executive and another 
who had been interested in trying to promote 
a celebration of the event. He is vacationing 
in Florida. 

“Wish I could be with you to celebrate sesque- 
eentennial of Louisiana Purchase in fitting man- 
ner,” he wired. “Regret that city itself is doing 
nothing to celebrate this great and historic 
event. second only, as Theodore Roosevelt said 
50 years ago, to.the founding of our national 
government.” «.-- = . 

A toast was proposed and drunk to Stratford 
Lee Morton.

A SECOND TELEGRAM was read from Sen- 
ator Thomas C. Hennings: “Happy to advise 
Jefferson Memorial bill ordered favorably re- 
ported by full Rules Committee. Will do every- 
thnig possible to get prompt Senate-approval.” 
It was decided that a toast should be drunk to 
Senator Hennings. 

It was now time for the fireworks, which con- 
sisted of three buzz-bombs and three skyrockets, 
a bomb and a rocket for each 50 years. One of 
the buzz-bombs fizzled and another turned over. 
But the third one went off with a resounding 
bang. The ball players turned to see what was 
going on. Two of the skyrockets performed as 
they should, but since it was daylight they 
weren't effective. It was agreed, however, that 
it was the spirit that counted. 

Superintendent Spotts then related the events 
which had taken place on that spot 150 years 
ago. The old Government House, he gaid, stood 
about where the group was standing. The fort 
was up on the hills. The United States had 
taken possession of the lower half of the terri- 
tory at New Orleans on Dec. 20, the preceding 
year. Capt. Amos Stoddard of the United States 
Artillery was commissioned to accept the upper 
half in the name of the United States and he 
quartered his troops across the river at Cahokia 
while he came to St. Louis to negotiate the 
transfer with Charles Dehault Delassus, last of 
the Spanish lieutenant-governors. The terri- 
tory had changed from Spanish to French rule, 
but Spanish governors were still in charge at 
the time of the purchase. 

* 


AMONG THE INTERESTED spectators at the 
ceremony marking the formal transfer were 
Lewis and Clark who at the time were camped 
up and across the river, getting ready for their 
expedition, In the whole upper territory, it was 
estimated, the population was about 80,000, 
with something less than 2000 living in and 
near St. Louis. Indians came in by the hun- 
dreds to. see Stoddard, “the new father.” 

In his report to his superiors, Stoddard wrote: 
“On the 9th instant I received possession of 
upper Louisiana in name of the French Re- 
public. . .. On the 10th instant I assumed the 
territory and government in the name of the 
United States.” 

When Superintendent Spotts completed his 
marrative of the events which toook place on 
the spot 150 years ago, a toast was proposed to 
him. But it was discovered that the champagne 
was all gone, so the group repaired to Schu- 
macker’s to talk about old times and changing 
scenes. The celebration too had joined history. 
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Part of the 9000 men of Eighty-Second Airborne Division who took part in Army's big- 
gest peacetime paratroop maneuver yesterday jumping from C-119 Flying Boxcars near 
Fort Bragg, N.C. The Army announced that two men were killed, 30 injured seriously 


enough to require hospital treatment, and 50 others suffered minor injuries.

~ CARMEL, Calif. 

UMMER weather was on the Monterey Peninsula, no 
S matter what the calendar said. A lot of California pop- 

pies jumped right up out of the ground and stood around 
all gold and green. Young ladies and gentlemen jumped into 
bathing suits and sat on the 
beach. Older gentlemen 
jumped into sports shirts 
and sat at the Beach Club 
and checked the action. 

Out on the rocks off- 
shore, the sea lions lay 
around doing nothing. The 
Monarch butterflies were 
sailing through the sunny 
air among the mossy pine 
trees. “The long aisles of 
pine trees hung with 
Spaniard’s Beard.” 

That is the way Robert 
Louis Stevenson said it. 
Stevenson came to Mon- 
terey in 1879. He was 
courting Mrs. Fannie Os- 
bourne. Courting a mar- 
ried woman caused a 
good deal of comment and 
still does. 

STEVENSON WAS a 
poet. He spoke poetically of the Spanish moss. One day he 
was fire-fighting in the Monterey hills. He had an idea that 
Spanish moss was fireproof. 

Like a man looking for a leak in a gas heater, he touched 
a match to it. Pretty soon Monterey was fighting two fires. 
They were also looking for who started it. With a rope.

Tools for Child 


By Angelo Patri 


ANY teachers and parents would like to give the chil- 
M dren tools they could work with, but hesitate to 

do so because the children might hurt themselves in 
using then?. Tools are essential to good work and the 
sooner the children learn to use them with necessary cau- 
tion, the better. If they get no tools they certainly will not 
learn how to do that. 

Most children like to cut out pictures and a pair of 
blunt-nosed scissors are needed. The nose—not the point, 
there should be no point—is rounded because a sharply 
pointed pair of scissors can be a dangerous tool in the hands 
of kindergarten children, the 3- to 5-year-olds. But, 
please, the edges should be sharp enough to cut,

SCISSORS THAT will not cut will not allow cutting to 
a line and as that is one of the values of this work, its 
aim is lost. Quite as unfortunate is the effect of the diffi- 
cult task and its failure on the child. The effort to make 
the blunt edge cut hurts the child’s hand and that gives 
him a distaste for the work and its tool. Add to that the 
failure to reach the desired end and a sad situation is com- 
plete. 

Small boys, and some of the girls, too, want to use 
hammers and saws and chisels. Again, caution is needed. 
Begin with a light hammer and teach a child how to use 
it and how to care for it. The care of a tool must always 
accompany the instruction in its use. There is more to 
the use of a hammer than its function. There is a skill 
that the teacher understands and can impart. As the 
learner grows into that skill and understanding, his ham- 
mer becomes heavier, another sort for another use is added 
and his field of interest and skill widens. 3

Glenn Drake Teaches Salesmen Proper Personality Approach to Prospect

F the grouchy salesman at the 
| necktie counter suddenly be- 

comes Laughing Boy himself, 
or the frowning female in 
housewares starts chirping in- 
stead of complaining, don’t 
blame it on spring or a refund 
on their income taxes. Maybe 
it’s because Glenn Drake came 
to town. 

Drake is a pleasant New 
Yorker who sells smiles for a 
living. He brought a batch with 
him to St. Louis this week as 
ammunition for his three-day 
personality clinic designed to 
transform Gloomy Gus _ into 
Smiling Sam. The clinic, held 
at Kiel Auditorium, was spon- 
sored by the Sales Managers 
Bureau of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

Not that Drake believes in a 
phony, toothy grin as the fastest 
way to a sale. Sincerity and a 
genuine interest in the other 
guy are the keynotes. Drake, 
who has been in the business 
of helping salesmen for the past 
20 years, directs the Drake In- 
»stitution of Selling in Osceola, 
N.Y., and serves on the staffs of 
various industries as sales 
counselor, 

I have just returned from & 
capsule course with the profes- 
sor so if you detect a lilt in my 
voice not there before, or if my 
smile hides the fact that my 
feet hurt in my new shoes, just 
give him all the credit. But if 

start cussing out the next 
driver who cuts in front of me 
in the Lindell traffic, remember 
I didn’t have time to take the 
whole course. 

The first three to 10 seconds, 
Prake tells me, are the most im- 
portant in the life of a sale. 
After that, the salesman either 
confirms the deal or unsells 
himself. 

“It’s that first impression that 
counts. Remember, a customer 
has two candid cameras — his 
eyes—and he takes a mental 
picture of the salesman,” he says. 

Second lesson: Don’t be afraid. 
Drake leaped to his feet to show 
me how a lot of timid salesmen

And there’s the straight-line 
business. No good, either. That's 
when a salesman holds himself 
so erect as to be forbidding.

“Break it up,” says the pro- 
fessor. “A smile will help, for 
one thing. That goes horizontally 
instead of vertically. Then some 
easy gestures will help.” 

Drake learned all about ges- 
tures back in his theatrical days. 
In fact, he might have had a 
handsome career as an actor and 
director if he hadn’t traded the 
grease paint for a salesman’s 
handbook. In eight years he ap- 
peared in a number of New York 
productions and had worked him- 
self up to the position of an as-

UT he was just using that 
as a springboard for his next 
career.

His customer was so forbid- 
ding that he forgot his sales 
speech. When she decided to 
buy despite his lack of salesman- 
ship, he was so nervous he 
couldn’t write out the sales 
ticket. 

“And when I got outside, I 
found I was crying.”

Fresh Shrimp 


By Edith M. Barber 


COLD SHRIMP IS A FAVORITE APPETIZER FOR COCKTAIL 
PARTIES AND OTHER GATHERINGS. 


RESH shrimp is always a 

target, but perhaps this is 

particularly the case during 
Lent. 


There can be little argument 
over the premise that the shrim 
is the first choice among shell 
fish. The evidence is clear when 
shrimp ‘and an alternate are 
listed on the table d’hote res- 
taurant meal. 


It is amazing how general is 
the distribution of fresh shrimp 
—especially the jumbo type that 
is so popular for serving as an 
appetizer, either cold or hot, 


When the shrimp are to be 
served cold, they may be shelled 
or shucked either before or 
after boiling in herb-flavored 
water. With a little practice it 
is easy to loosen the shrimp 
from the shell, by holding firm- 
ly to the tail to pull out the 
meat. 


If you are interested in ap- 
pearance, the tiny black sand 
vein may be removed by cutting 
along the curved side. But the 
vein is absolutely harmless and 
may be allowed to remain. 

For grilling and serving hot, 
the shells should be cut with a 
scissors with long curved edge, 
and the vein removed if desired. 
Then the shrimp should be 
marinated in a highly seasoned 
French dressing for several 
hours before grilling. 

At a recent party, the shrimp 


was cooked over a small char- 

coal grill, the outside of which 

had a gay Scotch-plaid design. 

This grill is so well ventilated 

that it can be used in the house. 
To Boil Shrimp. 

One quart water; one-half 
stalk celery; one carrot, sliced; 
one small white onion, sliced; 
juice of one-half lemon; one 
teaspoon salt; one-half teaspoon 
pepper; one pound shrimp. 

Put water in saucepan. Add all 
ingredients except shrimp. Bring 
water to boil. Add shrimp—and 
more water, if necessary, to 
cover shrimp. Let water come 
to boil again. Turn heat down 
so water just simmers, Cover 
saucepan and let shrimp cook 
two to five minutes. Drain 
shrimp and cool quickly. 

To Grill Shrimp. 

Two pounds jumbo shrimp; 
three cloves garlic, finely 
chopped; one medium onion, 
finely chopped; one-fourth cup 
chopped parsley; one teaspoon 
dried basil; one teaspoon dry 
mustard; one teaspoon salt; one- 
half cup olive or peanut oil; 
juice of one lemon, 

Split shell of shrimp with 
kitchen shears. Remove the 
black vein, if desired. Combine 
remaining ingredients in bowl 
and let shrimp marinate in this 
mixture for several hours. Grill 
15 or 18 shrimp at a time over 
charcoal or under broiler four 
to five minutes.

Lesson tor Doctor

BOUT of illness himself makes a believer of many 

things out of a physician, things he might not other- 

wise appreciate. Perhaps all applicants to medical 
school who say they’ve never had a sick day might be en- 
couraged to become laboratory doctors, but they should stay 
away from sick people. 

How can a physician properly appreciate the difficulty 
of answering the question, “What kind of a pain is it? How 
does it feel,” when he’s never had a pain himself. Just how 
do you describe a pain such as you’ve never had before? 
Tell that to the insufferably healthy doctor and he thinks 
you just won’t co-operate. 

Having had a suitable array of common illnesses also 
keeps the physician humble. He realizes how sick you can 
feel without being seriously ill. He feels the need for quick 
relief of symptoms. The desperately nauseated woman 
doesn’t much care about an explanation of the physiology 
of the stomach and intestine. All she wants is relief, 
quickly. A doctor who has felt that way himself appre- 
ciates better the need for relief rather than words. 


x * * 

SOMETIMES A MILD ILLNESS is a good antidote to 
the physician’s becoming a little theoretical and, possibly, 
stuffy. For instance, an acquaintance of mine decided there 
wasn't any really good evidence that muscles become in- 
flamed. Medically it’s called myositis. 

So he began suggesting to his students that people 
with such complaints may be neurotic, fatigued, or most 
anything except he was quite sure they didn’t have myositis. 

Early one Monday morning he awoke, very achy in the 
neck and upper back. Turning his head to the left or 
straightening it produced pain. Riding in the car was a 
series of painful shocks to his neck and left shoulder. 

Poetic justice, indeed. He had an acute myositis of 
the left trapezius muscle. Its borders stood out tense and 
rigid. The colleague he consulted had no doubt of the 
diagnosis, though the cause was problematical, maybe a 
virus. 

Diathermy and massage were used right away. Al- 
though it made the muscle feel tender at first, there was 
great improvement by the next morning. The muscle pain 
was almost gone the second morning and completely by 
the third. 

x *k * 

THE MOST MARKED CHANGE is in this physician's 
attitude. He now has no doubt whatever that myositis not 
only exists but is painful and disabling. Nor does he feel 
that it means neurosis. 

He has also learned the value of the ordinary hot pad. 
Though theory does not explain why a hot pad relieves 
muscle ache and tenderness, he has no doubt it works. 
His lofty theoretizing is replaced by the truth of personal 
experience. Truly an humbling episode. 

Though I wish my colleagues no harm, perhaps every 
physician would find himself more sympathetic to ordinary 
symptoms if he had a few himself each year. 

For a postgraduate course in understanding your pa- 
tients, there’s nothing like the physician being sick in a 
hospital bed, subject to all the routine and inconvenience 
that imposes. Nursés, too, could benefit by being hospital 
patients every few years.

72-year-old woman never felt 
younger than she has since she’s 
enrolled in a public speaking 
class, and a foreign war bride 
has found in a dress designing 
course the kind of community 
activity she was seeking. 

These varied students of 
varied subjects all are enrolled 
in the same program, the adult 
education classes, co-sponsored 
by the Archdiocesan Councils of 
Catholic Men and Women, and 
under the educational direction 
of St. Louis University’s Adult 
Education Center. 

“For the first time,” Anthony 
Salamone, adult education di- 
rector for the university, ex- 
plains it, “a university is offer- 
ing classes for adults in their 
neighborhood schools. We are 
doing it in the hope of bring- 
ing closer co-operation between 
the university and the parishes 
and the community.” 

Now in their second semester, 
the classes are proving highly 
successful, with a present en- 
rollment of 400. The convenience 
of having a school “just around 
the corner,” and the wide range 
of subjects offered have stim- 
ulated ‘numerous husband and 
wife, and family group enroll- 
ments. 

For example, at Corpus Chris- 
ti school, 8449 Jennings road, 
Mrs. Curtis Kellogg is enrolled 
in the interior decorating class, 
while her husband is studying 
shorthand. The Walter Kleins 
Jr., are both taking public 
speaking. The John Freemans 
take ballroom dancing, one of 
the most popular classes for 
couples. Other adult enrollees 
study subjects. ranging from 
English grammar to real estate. 
As in all the other classes, it’s 
not necessary to be a member 
of the parish to enroll. Anyone, 
regardless of race, color, or 
creed, may pay their $10 fee and 
take their choice of the classes, 
which are of eight week’s dura- 
tion. 

“One young man, who is a 
Lutheran, and married a Ha- 
waiian Catholic girl while he 
was in service, came in to enroll 
his wife in the dress designing 
class,” Salamone relates. “She 
fits into the class beautifully 
and he’s told us that his wife’s 
happy that she’s found a group 
like this.”

DULTS seek ‘to further their

In the public speak- 
ing class, held in one of the pri- 
mary rooms at Corpus Christi 
school, with teddy bears and the 
alphabet decorating the black- 
board, salespeople, club women, 
and people who are just plain 
scared to speak up in business 
or social circles, practice five- 
minute speeches on each other. 

“These students aren't experi-

tract, it is odds-on that they - 
would make it.

South was strangely confident 
that North would supply two 
aces, to start with, and was also 
optimistic in a general sense. 


The opening lead by West was 
the queen of hearts. The ace 
was played, and two rounds ac- 
counted for the missing trumps. 
South then went into a trance, 
trying to guess the location of 
the club queen, but no inspira- 
tion came and he elected to 
finesse the wrong way. 


It would have been a very 
good idea for South to investi- 
gate, as far as possible, how 
other suits broke before tacklin 
the club situation. And, as it 
happened, he could have col- 
lected considerable information, 


At Trick 2 South should have 
ruffed a heart high—it could 
cost him nothing. Then he 
should lead a trump to dummy 
and ruff a second heart. This 
would reveal the heart break, 
and it would be just as easy to 
discover, via more ruffing, that 
in addition to his six hearts, 
East had held three diamonds 
(at least) and two spades. 


Thus, South would learn that 
West had held five clubs, against 
only two in East's hand, and this 
would obviously dictate the club 
finesse against West. Indeed, 
the odds would be precisely 5 
to 2 in favor of this particular 
finesse.

UR little boat Jay perfectly

[FEW objects come back 
A when we throw them away 
from us. One old method of 
getting this result is to throw a 
ball against a wall, and let it 
bounce back. Another method, 
which was popular during my 
boyhood, is to use a hollow rub- 
ber ball with a long string of 
rubber fastened to it. The ball 
is flung out, but back it comes. 
Hundreds of years ago, an ob- 
ject known as a boomerang came 
into use. This is a curved stick 
which will make a circle, or 
something close to a circle, when 
thrown into the air.

THE BIG CIRCLE, may have a 
diameter of from 150 to 200 feet. 
Often the boomerang makes two 
or more little circles in the 
course of making the big one. 


When used for hunting, the 
boomerang may be hurled at 
birds. If a bird is brought down, 
the weapon also falls to the 
ground. Otherwise the hunter 
may get it back when it finishes 
the big circle, and can try again. 

As used in Australia, the 
boomerang is far more than a 
toy. It supplies the native black- 
fellows with some of their food. 

A hunting boomerang of Aus- 
tralia has a length of about two 
feet. It is made of strong wood, 
and will last a long time. 


In addition the blackfellows 
have longer and heavier curved 
sticks, or clubs, which they em- 
ploy in time of war between 
tribes. These look very much like 
hunting boomerangs, but fail to 
return after being thrown. A
